Salem h ad six lawy ers o n e- 
h u n dred fifteen y ears ago (18 5 6) 
an d n o t o n e o f th em wo u ld de­ 
fen d a liq u o r dealer ch arged 
with v io latin g th e liq u o r laws. 
Lack o f en fo rcemen t o f th e 
liq u o r laws bro u gh t n ewsp ap er 
criticism an d resu lted in tem­ 
p eran ce meetin gs.

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Nongraded School Concept 


Advanced by Researcher 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - 
A Pennsylvania State Univer­ 
sity researcher says school sys­ 
tems should abolish grades 1 
through 12 and substitute an in­ 
dividual advancement program 
for each child. 
Dr. Jacob J. Kaufman direc­ 
tor of Penn State’s Institute for 
Research on Human Resources, 
said the study indicates both 
teachers 
and 
pupils 
benefit 
from such a system. 
Teachers in the nongraded 
school exhibit more creativity 
and willingly spent more of 
their own time to help the chil­ 
dren learn than teachers in a 
regular school studied for com­ 
parison, he said. 
He said both schools are in 
Pennsylvania but did not identi­ 
fy them. 
Kaufman said the conclusions 
of the study were opinions of 
researchers who sat in the 
classrooms and were not based 
on traditional testing of stu­ 
dents. 
“ The 
continuous 
progress 
nongraded program operates in 
the framework of success,” 
Kaufman 
said. 
“Since each 
youngster operates at his own 
rate, he cannot fail. There is no 
such thing as failure. Each 
child is evaluated according to 
his own potential.” 
To advance, Kaufman said, a 
pupil has to meet certain stand­ 
ards, but it is based on his abil­ 
ity in that subject and not his 
age. 
“ Children at the same age 
are not necessarily at the same 
level of development,” Kauf­ 
man said. “A child can be at 
the first level in math and the 
second level in science.” 
Kaufman said the nongraded 
system would abolish tradition­ 
al testing and report cards. Pu­ 
pils could be evaulated through 
teacher conferences with par­ 
ents, or teachers could write 
comments about a child’s prog­ 
ress. 
The report said that in a 
graded system, teachers lacked 
willingness to exert great effort 
to improve the school program. 
“ At the control graded school 
they seldom talked about pro­ 
fessional matters in the lunch­ 


room or at other free times, 
had infrequent conferences with 
parents, and usually left imme­ 
diately after the end of the 
school day,” it said.

Construction Industry Stabiliza 
tion Committee, which sched­ 
uled its first meeting today, 
will be able to hold wages down 
to the general 6 per cent, ac­ 
cording to Labor Department 
figures. 
Raftery, 
president 
of 
the 
AFL-CIO International Broth­ 
erhood of Painters, is one of 
four labor members of the 12 
man committee appointed Mon­ 
day by Secretary of Labor 
James D. Hodgson. 
He said the union members 
of the panel are hanging their 
hopes for above-guideline wage 
increases on an escape clause 
in Nixon’s executive order is­ 
sued March 29 that provides for 
“equity adjustments” in certain 
cases. 
“ This is where we are putting 
our major emphasis to see if it 
really means anything,” Raft­ 
ery said. “ If it doesn’t, I sug­ 
gest we are going to have other 
battles on our hands.” 
He complained Nixon’s order 
doesn’t put the same limita­ 
tions on prices, profits, bonuses 
and stock options as it does on 
wages.

Strung/th From the Saints 
Faith 
and 
Healing 


By DAVID POLING, D.D. 
The Bible is filled with the 
healing powers of holy men. Eli­ 
jah and Elisha, Peter and Paul, 
and most especially Jesus, were 
known as healers 
The early 
Christian community was firm 
in its belief in “ faith healing.” 
Yet it was Mary Baker Eddy, 
the founder of Christian Science, 
who was to bring again the 
meaning of faith and healing 
to the forefront of Christian ex­ 
perience. After a painful, per­ 
sonal accident, she discovered 
the science of healing in read­ 
ing the account of Jesus and 
“the man of the palsy.” It was 
in Matthew 9:2 that she found 
the source of her health and 


spiritual recovery in 1866. 
SEVERAL YEARS ago, Nor­ 
man Vincent Peale summed up 
the feeling of many Christians 
when he wrote: 
“All sorts of sm art people 
laughed 
uproariously at the 
statement of Mary Baker Eddy 
that m atter did not exist; that 
it was an error of mortal mind. 
But only a few yesterdays ago, 
a man split the atom and dis­ 
covered, indeed, that there is 
no such thing as matter; that 
energy is all. Whether or not 
we agree with Mrs. Eddy’s the­ 
ology, 
we cannot deny that 
somehow, if only by accident or 
coincidence, she anticipated the 
most important scientific dis­ 
covery of our age.”

TEL AVIV (AP) - Israel’s 
ruling Labor party early today 
backed its leaders’ refusal to 
withdraw

Foreign minis­

The number of cases pending 
in Columbiana County common 
pleas court increased from 875 
to 911 during March.

On the surface, it looked like 
sheer, senseless tragedy . J esus 
hung there, the best of men, 
gasping for breath, the flesh in­ 
flamed and swelling around the 
nails. An officer of the world’s 
mightiest empire stood watch, 
gripping his jav elin. 


“ My God, my God,” the v ic­ 
tim cried. And people stared, 
making nerv ous jests. 


It was a grim scene, the man 
in whom God is believ ed to hav e 
focused his utmost truth and 
goodness, dy ing the most hide­ 
ous death conceiv able. It seem ­ 
ed insane. How could it happen? 
What did it mean? 


Either it meant that ex istence 
itself is a brutal madhouse, wan­ 
tonly destroy ing its finest and 
noblest, and, iheretore, 
10 be re­ 
jected as futile and meaningless, 
or else that in the v ery pain of 
it lies the secret of its promise 
and destiny . 


‘‘There is no way of accepting 
life 
without 
accepting 
the 
Cross,” say s Bible scholar J ohn 
Knox . ‘‘And there is no way of 
deny ing the Cross without deny ­ 
ing life.” 


Of course, 
y ou 
can say 
it 
didn’t happen, that the innocent 
are not slain, that the trustful 
are not trampled, 
but this is 
naiv e, contrary to the news in 
the daily headlines. 


The horrors happen. That trag­ 
ic elem ent, summed up in the 
Cross, stands at the core of any 
realistic v iew of the human situ­ 
ation. 


Like all basic truths, it com es 
wrapped in a paradox . It bluntly 
confesses both the difficulties, 
ev ils, catastrophes, sickness and 
abuses of the world, and ev en 
while resisting them, recognizes 
that in and through them can 
com e m en’s greatest gains. 


“ Christianity recognizes that 
suffering can hav e a positiv e 
v alue,” say s theologian Daniel 
Day Williams. 


“ The present cultural 
atmo­ 
sphere is dead against this, and 
people try to anesthetize them­ 
selv es from 
it and run away 
from it, but this is the pathology 
of escapism . It is a sure inv ita­ 
tion to disillusionment and col­ 
lapse.”

By ropes, the crossbeam then 
had been hoisted to the slot at 
the top of the upright stake, and 
lashed in place while his body 
dangled from it. His legs were 
put astride a peg, and his feet 
nailed fast below. 


NO IDEAL ev er was attained 
without struggle. No genuine re­ 
form ev er was achiev ed, no fron­ 
tier ev er opened, no bridge ev er 
built, no disease ev er conquered, 
without strain, hardship, obstac­ 
les, setbacks and often dy ing. 
Out of the hurt and bitterness 
of American black 
men 
grew 
fuller human rights in this coun­ 
try . Out of the clubbed, beaten 
strikers early in 
this 
century 
grew greater labor equity . Ov er 
the bodies of unarmed, pray ing 
Hindus, 
marching 
row-on-row 
into the blows of steel laths 
wielded by British-directed po­ 
lice, rose the independence of 
India. 
“ Without liv ing the Cross, life 
is a liv ing d eggy ” said Mahatma 
Ghandi, the leader 
of 
India’s 
passiv e 
struggle. 
Although 
a 
non-Christian, he rev ered J esus, 
and saw suffering at the root of 
authentic faith. 
It is the “ courage to be” in 
the face of the ambiguities and 
seem ing failures, said the late 
theologian Paul Tillich. Ev en a 
diamond can’t be polished with 
out friction, nor a v iolin m aster­ 
ed without arduous effort. 
Howev er, much of the modern 
disposition 
rejects 
the 
idea. 
Reared in comfort, they ex pect 
instant satisfaction, immediate 
fulfillment, and if they ’re 
re­ 
buffed, cut out and retreat into 
some priv ate “ doing-my -thing” 
cubicle of drugs, communes or 
the m otorcy cle circuit. 
“ They demand quick-fix solu­ 
tions, ev ery thing from building 
takeov ers to mainlining ‘speed’,’ 
say s Princeton chaplain J ohn H. 
Snow. “ When it doesn’t work, 
they see the failure as the result 
of a conspiracy against them. 
It’s an almost paranoid v iew of 
the world.” 
It also refuses to accept a fact 
of life — that ev en the highest 
ideals often go down in tempo­ 
rary defeat, and that only on the 
scaffoldings of countless rev er­ 
sals and deepest tragedies hav e 
arisen the firm est accomplish­ 
ments. 
Strangely , the distress often 
hits hardest on the gentlest and 
most conscientious. 
That un­ 
settling aspect reached its sharp-

the usual term for rev olutionists 
in those day s, hung on either 
side. 


The prolonged torture of cru­ 
cifix ion intensifies as the time 
passes. The downward 
pull on 
the outstretched arm s constricts 
the rib cage, making it impos­ 
sible to ex hale, ex cept by ex ­ 
cruciatingly pushing upward at 
interv als from the nailed feet, to 
gulp momentarily for air. Death 
com es from sheer pain, ex haus­ 
tion and ev entual asphy x ia. ' 
“ Father, 
forgiv e them , for 
they know not what they do,” 
J esus pray ed. 


BUT WHY did 
it 
happen? 
Why are the good slain? Why , if 


question, and it often is adv anc­ 
ed as an argument against the 
reality 
of div ine concern 
for 
man. 


“ He mocks at the calam ity of 
the innocent,” wailed J ob. “ The 
earth is giv en into the hands of 
the w icked.” Yet 
finally , 
J ob 
confesses, ‘*‘1 hav e uttered what 
I did not understand . . . I know 
that my Redeemer liv es . . . and 
after my skin has been destroy ­ 
ed . . . I shall see God, whom I 
shall see on my side.” 


It is an anguished, tragic con­ 
dition, and in the Biblical v iew, 
the root of it lies in m an’s sin, a 
deep-seated egocentricity , a self­ 
enslav em ent that separates him 
from others, from God and from 
wholeness of life. 
The problem is not just in in­ 
div iduals, in isolated faults and 
m istakes, 
but wov en 
through 
time into the total fabric of the 
world, into historical processes, 
influences and patterns, so that 
no man escapes it and so that 
often ev en the best choices pos­ 
sible are sim ply of lesser ev ils. 
As Paul said, “ We 
are 
not 
contending 
against flesh and 
blood, but against the principal­ 
ities, against the powers, against 
the world rulers of this present 
darkness.” 
This m assiv e disorientation is 
especially 
discernible 
in this 
present age, a century when the

Defy President, Elder Statesmen 


House Freshmen Display 


Spirit of Independence

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House of Representativ es of the 
fledg ling 9 2nd Cong ress has dis­ 
played a spirit of independence 
and 
bellig erency 
that 
may 
make it long -remembered. 
In three months it has defied 
the President, thumbed its nose 
at its own leaders and chal­ 
leng ed the sacred seniority of 
some of its elder statesmen. 
The infusion of new blood into 
the 1971 House membership un­ 
doubtedly has much to do with 
the g rowing impatience ov er 
th e 
time - honored 
“ estab­ 
lishment” and the tradition that 
freshmen should be seen and 
not heard. 
Many of the 54 House new­ 
comers not only are seen with 
reg ularity but insist on being 
heard. 
Armed with new procedural 
reforms quite a few of them 
hav e sounded off in party con­ 
ferences and caucuses, with the 
result that no v enerable chair­ 
man or hig h-ranking committee 
member can feel safe if he g ets 
too arbitrary. 
Some of the “ young Turks” 
threw a scare into the seniority 
worshipers 
at 
a 
presession 
D e m o c r a tic caucus. They 
amassed almost 100 v otes in a 
toug h but losing fig ht to replace 
v eteran J ohn L. McMillan, D- 
S.C., as chairman of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia Committee. 
They also played a key role 
in adoption of party rules limit­ 
ing the number of subcom­ 
mittee chairmanships a mem 
ber may hold. 
The House Democratic lead­ 
ership took a beating at the 
v ery start of the 1971 session. It 
backed a rule chang e to curb 
the power of the at-times balky 
Rules Committee. The proposed 
chang e was beaten by 81 v otes. 
The Democratic leaders lost 
ag ain when it opposed a party 
resolution setting a deadline for 
withdrawal of all U.S. forces

Parmesan Dinner Rolls 


A nov ice or pro in the kit­ 
chen will beam with the results 
of a recipe for Parmesan Pan 
Rolls. Grated Parmesan cheese 


is mixed into the yeast doug h, 
plus com meal. Rolls are brush­ 
ed with a Parmesan butter 
sauce before baking to tempt 


all at the table. 
This is a g ood recipe to pre­ 
pare and freeze after baking . 
Parmesan Pan Rolls 
Doug h: 
2 cakes compressed 
or 2 pkg . dry yeast, % cup luke­ 
warm water, 1 cup milk, scald­ 
ed, % cup g rated Parmesan 
cheese, 1-3 cup butter or mar­ 
g arine, 3 tablespoons sug ar, 1 
tablespoon salt, 4% to 4% cups 
sifted all-purpose flour, 1 cup 
enriched com meal, 2 eg g s. 
Parmesan Butter: Yt cup but­ 
ter or marg arine, melted, % cup 
g rated Parmesan cheese. 
Soften yeast in lukewarm wa­ 
ter. (Use warm water for dry 
yeast.) Combine milk, cheese, 
butter, sug ar and salt in larg e 


mixing bowl; stir to melt but­ 
ter. Cool to lukewarm. Blend in 
1 cup flour. Add softened yeast, 
com meal and eg g s. Beat until 
smooth. Stir in enoug h addition­ 
al flour to make a soft doug h. 
Turn out on lig htly floured 
board or canv as. Knead until 
smooth and satiny, about 10 min­ 
utes. Round doug h into ball;
